And to Put the Selection of 
Committee in Hands of the 
House--On Many Votes Dem- 
ocrats and Insurgents Show- 
ed That They Held Whip 
Hand--Cannon Delays Down- 
fall by Refusing to Rule.

Washington, March 18.—At 2 a. 
the house by a vote of t34 to 141 de- 
feated for the third time a motion to 
recess until] 11:55 a. m. The stubborn 
filibuster of the republican ‘‘regulars” 
was fesumed against consideration of 
the resolution of Representative Nor- 
ris. of Nebraska, providing for the re- 
organization of the committee on 
rules, eliminating the speaker. 

The moment the vote was an- 
nounced, and the obstinate test of en- 
durance began again, the democrats 
renewed their cries of “Rule!” “Rule!” 
Mr. Smith, republican, of Iowa, and a 
member of the committee on rules, 
took up the dreary debate. This was 
soon after 2 a. m., with no end in 
sight. 

Cannon Men Break Quorum. 

After the last defeat of the Cannon 
forces the point of no quorum was 
made. 

The roll call showed only 154 present 
—less than a quorum—and Mr. Under- 
wood, democrat, of Atabama, moved 
that the sergeant-at-arms find and ar- 
rest the absentees and bring them be- 
fore the bar of the house. The motion 
was carried, and the search was begun. 

It wag generally understood at 2:30 
a. m. that the “regulars’’ had broken 
the quorum deliberately, and were 
gone for the night. At that hour the 
prospect was that nothing further 
could be dgne before morning. 

A new committee on rules, with the 
epeaker ineligible for membership in 
it—the issue was as real as that. 

Why the Insurgents Rebeliled. 

Over a matter comparatively trivia] 
in itself the insurgents found their 
opportunity to getea test of strength 
with the “organization.” It occurred 
over an attempt by Representative 
(‘rumpacker, of Indiana, to secure con- 
sideration for a resolution amending 
the census act. Practically no mem- 
ber of the house opposed the resolu- 
tion, but it was contended that the 
method used in bringing it up trans- 
cended the rules of the houge. 

Speaker Cannon yesterday ruled 
that view and was defeated. 
question came up again today, 
and the regulars believed they had 
mustered sufficient strength on the 
democratic side to reverse yesterday's 
action. The vote developed that they 
had been mistaken, or deceived, and 
the Cannon forces were beaten again. 

The second vote occurred late in the 
afternoon. The effect was startling. 
The ‘“‘taste of blood” seemed to infu- 
riate those who had long fretted un- 
der the restraint of organization ruie. 
Insurgent republicans and democrats 
swarmed to cammon battling ground 
and through the leadership of Repre- 
sentative Norris, of Nebraska, made a 
concerted movement against the re- 
publican rules. 

Gage of Battie Thrown. 

Reposing in Mr. Norris’ desk had 
been the resolution prepared at the 
beginning of the present session pro- 
viding for the appointment of a new 
committee on rules, to consist of fif- 
teen members, and to which the 
speaker would be ineligible. The Ne- 
braskan had the resolution handy 
against the possibility of a time com- 
ing that would make it useful. He 
seized the opportunity and flung the 
age of open battle into the arena.

Washington, March 17.—Fo!l- 
lowing is the text of the Norris 
resolution: 

“Resolved, That the rules of 
the house be amended as fo!- 
lows: 

“The ecmmittee on rules shall 
consist of fifteen members, nine 
of whom shal] “be members of 
the majority party and six of 
whom shall be members of the 
minority party, to be selected 
as follows: 

‘The states of the union shall 
be divided by a committee of 
three selected by the house for 
that purpose, into nine groups, 
each group containing as near 
as May be an equal number of 
members belonging to the ma- 
jority party. The states of the 
union shall likewise be divided 
into six groups, each group con- 
taining as near as may be an 
equal number of members be- 
longing to the minority party. 

“At 10:80 o'clock on the day 
following the adoption of the re- 
port ef saig_ carmsmit tae, each of 
said groups shall meet and se- 
lect one of its number, a member 
of thé coiu:mittee on-rules. The 
place ¢f meeting for ach of 
suid @roups shall be designated 
by the said committee of 
three in its report. Each of said 
groups shali report to the house 
the name of the member se- 
lected for membership on the 
committee on rules. 

“The committee on rules shall 
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select its own chairman; the 
speaker shall not be eligible to 
membership on said committee. 
All rules or parts thereof incon- 
sistent with the foregoing reso- 
lution are hereby repeated.”

It was then that the young man 
bought his marriage ring from Purham 
Bres. for the sum of $175. He had no 
earthly idea how he was going to make 
all the payments—but rested on the 
well-worn and often deceitful adage 
that “Love will find a way.”

sible for turpentine stills to be used 
for making whisky. The government 
chemist agreed that the product would 
be a little “raw.” 

The solicitor of internal revenue | 
wrote Mr. Brantley at that time that/ 
vhile no internal revenue tax was col- | 
lected on turpentine, stills were re- | 
quired to be registered simply to pre- 
vent fraud and to facilitate the work 
of revenue officerg to keep track of a]! | 
stills which might be used for the dis- 
tillation of alcholic dDeverages. The 
commissioner added: ‘This registra-* 
tion involves the proprietors of these 
stills in no expense and in very little 
trouble. This registry is a simple 
Statement made on a form furnished 
by the government, not sworn to, 
which is filled with the collector or 
nearest deputy collector.’’

Lord Macdonald, whose son, Ronald, 
spent a considerable portion of the late 
fall and early winter in this country, 
has taken a rather sensational step in 
connection with the suit brought 
against him by Alexander Bosvilie, of 
Thorpe Hall, Yorkshire, and which has 
been dragging its weary length through 
the Scotch courts for several years 
past. 

Lord Macdonald, whose ancestors 
were the title of Lord of tlre Isles, 
now one of the dignities of the Prince 
of Wales, has withdrawn all -further 
defense. The result of this will be to 
give the victory to Alexander Bosville, 
fhe fruits of which are a baronetcy, 
created in 1625, and, what to a Scotch- 
man is of infinitely greater importance, 
the chieftainship of the clan of Mac- 
donald. Both of these Lord Macdon- 
ald surrenders to Alexander Bosville 
by withdrawing his opposition to the 
(latter’s suit. He does not, however, 
lose his peerage, which, despite. its 
Scottish name, is an Irish one. 

Question of Legitimacy. 

The entire issue lay in the question 
of the legitimacy of the elder children 
of the third Lord Macdonald. The lat- 
ter had contracted a Gretna Green 
marriage with Loulse La Costa, also 
known as Louisa Edsir, an illegitimate 
daughter of George III's brother, the 
Duke of Gloucester, and of the duchess’ 
lady in waiting, Lady Almeria Carpen- 
ter, daughter of the last Earl of Tyr- 
connell. Louisa Bdsir was brought up 
at Holyrood palace, as the natural 
daughter of the duke; that ts to say, 
as a niece of George III., and it was

to succeed to the Irish Barony of Mac- 
donald.

When the truth has been 
found and expressed by the verdict it 
ought to be permitted to stand regard- 
less of some minor technicalities whioh 
may exist, and yet could not affect 
the finding of the jury. 

More Discretion for Courts.

New York. March 17.—Charles War- 
ren Fairbanks, of Indianapolis, former 
vice president of the United States, 
after an absence of nearly a year on 
a tour around the world, arrived in 
New York harbor tonight on the 
steamer Mauretania. 

The former vice president talked 
freely. Peace with Japan was the 
burden of his interview and by a 
Strange coincidence he reaches New* 
York in time to be an honored guest 
President Taft at a dinner of 
the American Peace and Arbitration 
League at the Hotel Astor on Tuesday 
night. 

“President Roosevelt's administra- 
tion,” said Mr. Fairbanks, “greatly 
Strengthened the ties of good neigh- 
borhood between us and other powers 
and President Taft is understood 
abroad as in favor of a policy of in- 
ternational peace.

Knoxville, Tenn., March 17.—-The 
largest block of marble ever shipped 
from the state of Tennessee was for- 
warded yesterday by a local firm to a 
New York contractor. From this block 
will be carved the statue of “Justice” 
for the Bronx courthouse in New York 
City. The stone is eight feet by five 
feet six inches in size, and weighs 67,- 
000 pounds. The block for the base 
upon which the statue will rest is 
seven feet five inches by six feet eleven 
inches by four feet ten inches, and 
weighs 40,000 pounds.

UR THE SOUTHERN 


Details of Big Orders ‘Are 
Given by President 
Finley.

Washington, March  17.—President 
Finley, of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, made an announcement today of 
the details of important orders for 
equipment and steel rails to be given 
by tbat company and of other impor- 

improvements to be undertaken 
it and by the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad Company. 

The Southern Railway Company is 
in the market for 75 new locomotives. 
including passenger, freight, and 
switching engines. The freight en- 
gines include two of the Mallet artic- 
ulated compound type. This type of 
engine may be described as two loco- 
motives combined in one. Those to be 
bought by the Southern Railway Com- 
pany will weigh, in working order and 
including tenders, 520,500 pounds each, 
and will be used for heavy freight ser- 
vice. The company is also in the mar- 
ket for 3,000 all-steel coal] cars of 100,- 
000 pounds capacity, 500 all-steel coke 
cars of 100,000 pounds capacity, 150 
steel under-frame stock cars of 60,000 
pounds capacity, and 10 steel under- 
frame combination passenger and bag- 
gage cars. These passenger train cars 
are in addition to 119 passenger train 
cars recently ordered and which have 
nearly all been deliverd. 

The company is now building for 
itself, at its Lenoir Car Works, 1,000 
steel underframe ventilated box cars 
and 200 steel underframe stock cars. 
Tr ts also building at these works 205 
steel underframe box cars for the Geor- 
sia Southern and Florida Railway Com- 
pany. Upon the completion of this 
work, about the first of August, it will 
commence the construction, for the 
Southern Railway, of 1,000 additional 
steel underframe ventilated box cars of 
80,000 pounds capacity. The Lenoir 
Car Works are also making car wheels 
at the rate of 120 per day, and this 
production is to be steadily increased 
to 300 per day, the full capacity of 
the plant. 

Orders are to be placed for 46,000 
tons of steel rail, pf which 36,000 tons 
will be for the Southern Railway 
pro , and the remainder for the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida, the Virginia 
and Southwestern, the Mobile and Ohio, 
the Alabama Great Southern, and the 
Cincinnat!, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific Railways. The larger part of this 
rail will be ordered from the Tennes- 
see Coal, Iron and Rgilroad Company.

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ENGLAND’S BANK RATE 
WAS PRINCIPAL TOPIC 


American Stock Market Was 
Not Much Perturbed Over 


the Advance. 


New York, March 17.—The financial 
event of the day was the advance by 
a full 1 per cent to 4 per cent in the 
official discount rate of the Bank of 
England. The usual gradation by 
which changes are made in the bank 
rate is % of 1 per cent and the full 
figure is an indication of an emer- 
gency measure. The news that the 
government of India had bought $500,- 
000 of South African gold, to arrive 
in London on Monday next, while the 
consignment is stil) at sea, points to 
one of the most urgent demands on the 
Bank of England gold gupply. This 
expansion in India forms the basis for 
enlarged gold requirements. Financial 
London, also, is in fear. of a compli- 
cation growing out of the deferred 
collection of taxes, owing to the fail- 
use to pass the budget, which has led 
to large accumulations of banking de- 
posits in preparation for paying the 
taxes and to a consequent factitious 
plenty of money which was encour- 
aging the gold outgwo. The advances 
made by the Paris money market to 
London last fall to relieve the strin- 
gency were being withdrawn, although 
the supplies of money in Paris are re- 
dundant, and the rise in the bank rate 
will be expected to hold the Paris sup- 
plies in London. Preparatiqns forthe 
coming government financing offers 
an additional motive. There is 
suspected, also, a purpose to curb the 
unbridled speculative spirit rampant 
in London. 

The special interest of the New York 
market in the English bank's action 
lies in its probable effect on the plac- 
ing of bond issues with foreign sub- 
sctibers. A large proportion of recent 
bend issues of the large rallroad sys- 
tems have found ready acceptance 
with foreign subscribers. The special 
imiportance of this. foreign investment 
grows out of this country’s indebted- 
ness abroad on other accounts. Re- 
liance has been placed on still further 
subscriptions by foreigners, esperlally 
to the New’ York city bond issue to be 
sold next month. The merchandise 
imyport excess situation in Fberuary 
and the almost prohibitive export 
prices at which cotton and wheat are 
ruling make this placing of our bonds 
abroad important to provide means of 
investment for our foreign creditors. 
The Bank of England's action, it is 
ws may interrupt this process and 
draw id from New York.

The Market Was Very Nervous 
During the Day---Most Busi- 
ness in Small Lots. 


New York, March 17.—The cotton 
market was very nervous again today, 
but trading was not active and after 
an opening advance, prices showed 
comparatively little change. The 
cluse was steady at a net gain of 6 
t» 16 points, with near months rel- 
atively firm. 

The opening wes firm at an advance 
8 to 14 points, in response to bet-
